Nol eveything went aderurdıng to plan 
in DED nellher at home in the seleclion 
of volunleer, in trainlng and iùdminislra« 
tion, nar in lhe management ol {he actuul 
projecls in Ihe developing woaıld. The 
drop in Lhe nuuıber of applleunls for DED 
jobs during tha economic recession in 
this cuunlry caused soıne annuyance. Tle 
latesl figures available are happily again 
resulting mn as much optimism ag pravail-

trial waste, sewage, sludge, wasle waler, 
raclioactlve wasle and refuse from rail, 
sea andl air lraflic. The Bill waş Preparcel 
by the Ministry of Health wlth tla assist- 
ance of lhe Ministry of Economic Affairs. 


The main resolulions are that waste dis- 
posal must be eitacted in sudı a Way as 
lo avoid spreading disease among men or 
animals, polluling alr or walter, tamaging 
trees or plants and harming in any way 
national parks or the cultivalion of lhe 
land. The Bill now being discussed esli- 
mates the amount of refuse lasl yaar in 
this country al ovar 900 million cubic feet. 


The governmenil says lhat 98 per cent 
af this was "dumped In the mosi primitive 
fashion in pits, as it used 1o be one hun- 
dred years ago, without any precauliun- 
ary measures being taken against ihe 
damaging effects of such accumulaled 
Waste." It was not only the inadequala 
laws of local authorllies in the matter cf 
Waste disposal that induced lhe govern- 
ment lo take swifl action hut also {ha 
fact thal laws governing the proper man- 
ner of disposal of wasie simply did nat 
exist. The government decided lhal sland- 
ard laws were long overdue. 


The Federal EffJuence (or Emission) 
Bill concerns Proleclion against alr pollu- 
tion an excessive nolse. What are emlgs- 
sions? The government Bill says they 
are air polullons, including noises 
and shocks that are either harmful lo 
PGople's health or hamper people or ara 
a strain on {hem in some Way, or on anl- 
mals and planls, 


To protect the population against these 
hazards 1s, according lo the Bill, a Public 
duty. "In an organised economic unlt 
auch as the Federal Republic, and in view 
of lhe progressive economic integration 
of Europe, laws should be passed wilh aş 


Bi: has now laken the initiallve in 
vilal spheres of nature protection, 
Legislation is being drawn up that will 
apply to the country at large governing 
air pollutlon, wasle disposal, foras1 onser- 
vation and nose abatement, Kita Strobel, 
the Minister of Health, las been urging 
lhe governınent ta take acllon for some 
time, 

These are the principal bills now under 
cûnsideration: 

The Federal Tarestry Bill, whid Her- 
mann Hãcherl, Ihe Minister of Agricul 
tura, based on proposals Put forward by 
Bundestag Parliamentary groups aims at 
Preserving and cullivatlng woodland and 
distinguishes the recreativg functlons of 
forests [rom thelr commercial value and 
their importance as wild-life preserves, 


Free access (o [orests is {0 he guaran» 
teed. A forest is to be declared a natura 
Preserve whan ils funclions are sudı as 
to jusilly tls decision, 


Forests Can also be Placed-under-pro-. 
lection for recreation Purposes, Thig will 
apply particularly to woodland near towng 
and cllles and health resoris, Hunting is 
also to be restricted in thege areas. 


The government wants People to have 
a proper respect for their foresls "aş in. 
despensible sources of recrealion and 
health open to everyone.” The fliteen 
million acres of woodland covering 28 per 
cent of tha counlry are exposed to many 
harmlul influences, according to the 
Şovernment, These include erosion, efflu 
ence, forest firas, sinking water table lac 
vels and intersection by roads, Sinca tha 
forestry lawa generally are rather digor- 
ganised and inadequate, Herr Höcherl 
rlghtly suggests that legislation covering 
the entire Country should ba passed aş 
quickly as possible,

Is the Grand Coalition here to stay ? 


BONN POLITICIANS ARE RELUCTANT TO COMMIT THEMSELVES 


Opposilion is no longer so vehement. A- 
mong the trade unions the vicw thal tha 
SPD could proflt by jolnlng a coalitlon 
has gainacl currency, 


In any event lha SPD Ileadeıship ls 
looking Furward without too much nuxlely 
to lha extraordinary purty conference 
sdıeduled Tor next spring. If the Nuram- 
berg party couference had been sustalned 
the dclegales could have knocked ideas 
ofl a conlinuatlon of the Grand Coallion 
by passing a motion to that effect, Now 
few expect that such a motlon will be 
labled. 


The general view is that lhe SPD (lhe 
slack of the Stutigart state elections ha v- 
ing worn off to some exlenl) can now 
movc with greater confidence in the Coa- 
Htion. Later surveys indicale {hal the So- 
cial Democrals are running neck lo neck 
with the Christlan Denıocrats. This has 
done much i0 boust the moral of Brandt's 
partly. 

True the SPD leadership can olfer no 
Icsolule al arlicukıle speaker in favour 
ûf a smıall coalition, but tlıls passibilly is 
nûl uxcluded, The prima condition woulcl 
lr—basidle conslderations ofl ihe electiorı 
eulcome thal would make such a govern- 
ment formutlon possible—ilhal the FDP 
convinces the SPD of its sulilabillly as a 
canlillun partner.

Fferbert Weh- 
ner, Minister of A1l-German Affalrs, whose 
long-lerm aiın is to seo established in his 
country A (wo-party system, wll want to 
pralong lhe Grand Coalition if it is pos- 
sible. In hls view such a Coalltlan will 
make It possible lo change the electoral 
syslem and open the way to lwa-parly 
government. 

Clearly Herbert Wehner bases his 
views on the hope that the SPD will have 
drawn even with the CDU/CSU by 1973,

Daemonic elamenls began to appear as of 
themselves, a distinct world phosphorecs+ 
cent İn poisonous colours, Crealed wlll 
technical mastery andl nstonishing artistic 
clarily. Schultze's many beautiful worked 
details are oflen compared with quolu- 
tions from hls favourite authar, Jean Paul. 


The Migols, whih Noack even partly 
cust in bronze, Jed on to drawings iıı tho 
sixiles cantaininy pasled-ın coluur pllo- 
tos which Schultze laler replaced wiih his 
own brushwork, as mighl ba expected of 
a student of Jaetkel. Now SUulizê is a- 
gain returning to painting, Using mure 
components, especially synthetics. 


His backgrounds ure curefully catslruct- 
ed often a palonlly Irunic {rualmend tif 
object palting. This effect is also ahwv- 
ed in his landscapes, self-portraits, qenrt 
scenes and hounds with all {heir kutulreds 
ef detail.

Sdıultze's fIrsl breaktlırough came in 
1952 under the Influence o{ American ab- 
stract expressionism, Fle helonged to the 
first German Tadists, a group of palnt- 
ers especlally concerned with the ob- 
stract, colours which appeared as a frozen 
kinetic process on the canvas, purpose- 
less, with no objective relevance. 

Looking at these Schultze pictures now 
It i8 obvious \hat they do differ from 
those of lhe Ilrst protagonists of this 
movement, Goetz, Thieler, Trier and 
Grels. Behind the Pollock Henation lurk 
figuralive or vegilalive motifs, These are 
now easily recognisable by comparison 
with Shullze's later works. 


Collectors of abstract palnling began 
too to bring back thelr pictures lo

Tha truth is tat SGuultze reully only 
found himself, lo use the popular phrase, 
when he began lo resist the purely ab- 
slract and use various materials suth as 
wire.

The Globolinks have already got used 
to the sound of {he molor horn, and any- 
way Lhe battery is nearly flat.

Emily, who 
lost her way, ls brought 1o safely at {he 
last minute. And the antli-musical bead- 
master, who is already growing wings, 
goes off wilh lhe Globollnks to Lheir 
planet. [s thls falr?

The slory is wilty and dramatically ef- 
fective but it can only take half the cre- 
dit for the enormous success of lle eve- 
ning.

and more to the point. People are anxious 
not to be misunderstood if requesls ara 
made for a partner who is industrious 
and economical. Expresslons sud as 
"lolerant, frank, dynamic personality 
with a worldly ylewpoint" are often 
used. Often it is difficult to distinguish 
what is just fashionable from the real 
personal description. 

The most imporlant Parts of lhe in- 
sertion invariably appear at the begin- 
ning and never at the end of the adver- 
tisement, Most advertisers are reticent 
about themselves, the men more so than 
the women, but they are decisive and 
outspoken about the qualities they ex- 
pect in their partners, More than twice 
as many advertisements, according io 
Dr Kaupp, were clear about the other 
Person but guarded about themselves. 
The circle of friends was generally ex- 
pected to be small but aot too small, 


Il was a persistent feature of ihe sur- 
Yey to find that the polırts nol mentioned 
were more important lhan the points 
mentioned. People were, however, loathe 
lo praise themselves too highly, although, 
of course, completely negative commenls 
never appeared. This would have de- 
iracted from the value of lhe aclvertise- 
ment, 


Dr. Kaupp sald: “We accept that the 
qualities the adverllsers list of them- 


women who were tolerant and full of 


vitality. They wanlecl a charming, natural 
wife. 


The qualilies the advertisera men- 
lioned about themselves—with the 
women sudî qualities is a goo housa- 
wife, lover of children, happy family life 
—were also very different, 


Women who wera full of dıaracter, 
senslble, reliable and tolerant were not 
so muck in evidence. Women did not sae 
themselves with theso qualiiles but 
rather as dıarming and natural. Sixty 
Years ajo women put ads in the papers 
saying that they wera "respectable" and 
gay”, changes due to sociological fac- 
tors. The men ihay sought needed to be 
"kind, brave, dislingutshed and simple." 
Nowadays there |s equality of the sexs, 
and now human qualites are emphasised 
rather than «ualiliss that underline tha 
difference in the sexes, 


Nowadays the view people have ol 
themselves, Parlicularly people who put 
marriage adverlisements in lhe news- 
Papers, is much more stereolypecl, harsh

Probably {he oldest adverlisement In any 
archives is taken from the Frag- und 
Anzelge-Nuchrichien of Frankfurt 23%0 
Yfars ago. It real: “An honest mald, un- 
married and fn good health is looking 
for her happlness,.* 


Today advertisements in the papers 
are a Jittle more sophisticated. In the 
first quarter of this century it waş very 
uncommon for a women to pul an ad- 
verlisement in the paper. Now it is main- 
Îy women that do so. This development 
has nothing to do with female emancl- 
paltlan or the excess of females In the 
populatlon, 


Marriage qives a women mora prestiga 
{ihan [Ll does a man. Women who put 
adverlisements in papers probably do not 
have so many marriage opportunites, Ac- 
cording lo the survey carried out by 
Dr Peter Kaupp of the sociological in- 
stitute of Malnz Unlversily no more than 
23.6 per cent of the persons who put 
aclvertişemerts in the papars invesligaled 
were men. 


` Who canı say what success these lone- 
ly people had; According to a survey 
conducled by the Emnld Institule a few 
years ago something like two per cent 
of marriages contracted in this country 
were arranged silher [rom an advertise- 
mert or by a marrlage bureau, There 
were then about 340,000 marriages an- 
nually, perhaps more, and it must be 
accepted that not all the people asked 
answered with complete frankness, 


Women sought a man of dıaracter with 
humour and intelligence. These qualitles 
can up repealedly in the advertisemenls. 
Fewer requests wera made for a mature, 
solid, critical man of standing. 


Men who inserted adverlisement did 
not ask for quite the same things. For 
the men lhe most important quality was 
a sense of humour.
